1.  Labeling  in  one  of  the  national  languages  of  Switzerland— French,  German,  or 
Italian. 

2.  Definite  identification  of  the  product  in  the  package. 

3.  Listing  of  all  ingredients  and  additives  in  descending  order  of 
importance. 

4.  New  weight  in  metric  units. 

These  regulations  apply  to  all  "pre-packaged"  foods. 
Pre-packaged  is  described  as  follows: 

"The  sales  unit,  consisting  of  the  food  itself  and  its  package,  in  which 
the  food  has  been  packaged  out  of  sight  of  the  consumer,  before  offering 
it  to  him  for  sale. "
